as being engaged in the business of treating, diagnosing, curing 
or relieving bodily diseases in a human being other than himself, 
and, having actually diagnosed, presoribed:and treated a human 
being other than himself, without having complied with the pbrovisions 
of Aot 56 of 1914, as amended by Act 54 of 1913 contrary to the for “4 
of Statutes State of Louisiana, made and provided. 

That on November @Srd., 1928, in the City Court of Bogalusa in 
the case Stes of Louisiana versus R-1651 H., R. Redmond, he was 
arraigned and entered a plea of not guilty, the case assigned for 
trial on Tuesday, November 27th1, 1928, at four P.M. 

That on November 27th., 1928 date of trial, the affidavit was 
amended, as above set forth, the oace was tried and the Court took 
it under advisement and ordered the defendant to return for verdict 
on Tuesday, December l2th., at ten A. M., 1928; that on said date 
the Gourt rendered a verdict as guilty as oharged and sentenoed the 


defendant to pay a fine of seventy five ($75.00) dollars and cost

of proseoution, and to be imprisoned for a period of ten daya, in 
default of payment of fine and cost to be imprisoned for additional 
period of sixtyJdays. 

That defendant was granted an appeal to the Twenty Seoond Judicial 
District Court of Louisiana, of Washington Parish. 

That the case was docketed in the Twenty Second Judicial District 
Court of Louisiana, Washington Parish, under No. 6693; case was 
assigned for trial on January 25th., 1929, that on the morning of 
trial defendant filed a plea to the constitutionality of the Act 
under whiok this charge is based, alleging that it is unconstitutional, 
null, and void in that it is an attempt on the part of the Legislature 
to deprive a person from preforming a gratuitous servicos and thereby 
depriving hiu of the rights guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
State, this motion was overruled, to whioh ruling of the court counsel 
for defendant excepted making the motion and the ruling of the court 
basis of bill exception, counsel for defendant then asked that the 
testimony be taken by the officail stenographer, whion request was 
granted by the Court, the trial was then sroceeded with and after 
hearing the testimony the verdict and sentence of the lower court 
was affirmed, counsel then filed motion for a new trial, annexing 
the tesatiuony taken on the trial of the oase to the motion, the 
motion for new trial was overruled, counsel for defendant excepted 
making the motion, testimony and ruling of the court the basis for 
the bill of exception. 

Gounsel for defendant then, in open court, the Distriot Attorney 
being present, geve notice of their intention to apply to the Honore 


able Supreme Court of the State of Louisiana for «a writ of Certiorari.

Your petitioner shows that he is aggrieved at the verdict and 
judg.ent rendered by said court, that the said judgment is contrary 
to the law and to the facts, as testified to on said trial, for the

ist. That the oourt erred in refusing to sustain the plea to the 


constitutionality of the Act.

end. That the evidence, produced on the trial of the case, showed 
that defendant did not hold hinself out to the publio as a 
physician; that he did not examine, treat or diagnose; thes 
he was engaged only in taking orders for an herb tea whioh hs 
manvfactured and sola in the State of Mississippi and whioh he 
recommended for suffering humanity.
